& good moment to dump overboard the lew 
that prohibits Communists from visiting the 
United States. It was a foolish law when it 
Was enacted two decades ago. In recent 

' years it has become a constant embarrass- 
ment. Worse, it is open to exploitation by 
Precisely the people at whom it was aimed. 

That exploitation as been particularly 
effective in the hands of the Italian Com- 
Taunists.: In fact, many of them have trav- 
eed in this country; the law permits watv- 
ets of the anti-Communist rule for persons 
who are coming merely 85 tourists, or to 
visit relatives, or 35 members of delegations, 
or for a variety of other reasons, But, re- 
peatedly, prominent Communists have also 
eppiied for visas to come here as public 
figures and to talk about politics. In the 
past, these applications have consistenly 
been denied. That's where the State Depart- 
ment’s present dilemma arises. If these ap- 
plications should now te granted, the Com- 
nrunist party in Italy can wave them around 
85 open evidence that the United States is 
softening in its opposition to them, That's 
not a message that the State Department 
wants to deliver. But if the department 
Keeps denying these applications, it makes 
the U.S. government look like yahoos and 
simp‘etons. , 

‘Two years ago. for example, the State De- 
partment denied a visa to Giorgio Napoli- 
tano, the Communist party's spokesman on 
economic policy. He had been invited here 
by several universities. Mr. Napolitano is 
@ man of considerable intellectual distinc- 
tion. To dar him on grounds that he con- 
stitutes ἃ menace to the republic, at a time 
when Washington is full of Eastern Euro- 
pean diplomats (not to mention the Peking 
Chinese) is Iudicrous. But to have admitted

So far Americans have 
seen this ianguage chiefly as a weapon 
against Soviet restrictions on travel and 
other civil rights, President Carter has 
made it clear that he intends to keep bring- 
ing up Soviet transgressions against the 
spirit of the Helsinki agreement. Certainly 
most Americans support him ‘heartily. But 
if the United States is going to keep press- 
ing the Russians on this tender point, Amer- 
‘cans are going to have to give some aften- 
tion to the blemishes in this country’s own 
record. One of them is the ideological test 
for a visa. ᾿

There is, as they 
say, no accounting for tastes. 

Since World War ΤΙ, when black market copies of “Gone 
‘With the Wind” were eagerly passed firom band to hand, Ameri~ 
can writers bave been more widely read than English in France, 
but still the range of translations into French and their success 
or failure seem baffling. 

‘When Saul Bellow won the Nobel Prize last October, 
Le Monde ran an article on Bellow as one who “has crystalized 
the tendencies of the American novel and at times been in 
advance of them.” Opposite the Bellow piece was one, equally 
praising, on Edgar Lee Masters’s “Spoon River Anthology,” pub- 
lished in the United States in 1914 and just out for the first 
time in France. It is described as a classic read by American 
children along with “Moby Dick” and “Huckleberry Finn," and 
the reviewer also finds similarities to Joyce's “Dubliners.”
